Petrograd, Sept. 
16.—Two sudden 
flanking movements by the Russian 
troops have put the entire Austro- 
German right wing in a dangerous 
predicament, 
which 
th reatens 
with 
disaster the great Teutonic invasion 
of Russia, according to latest reports 
received by the war office. 
South of the Prlpet marshes large 
German forces are hurriedly retreat­ 
ing, pursued by the Russians, who 
have crossed the Goryn river and are 
pressing forward. 
Still farther south 
the 
Auatro-German 
troops 
were 
forced to withdraw to the Stropa river 
and are Anding it difficult to hold 
their positions. 
In the fighting of 
(last three 
days more than 13,000 prisoners have 
been taken

Austro-German armies are believed to 
have lost three times that number In 
killed and wounded. 
Genera] Ivanoff, commander of the 
southern Russian army, has executed 
a brilliant piece of strategy, accord 
Ing to the Petrograd military experts. 
Permitting the Austrian and Qerman 
forces to advance to the Lutsk-Dnbna 
line, he suddenly launched an offen­ 
sive against the Teutons left flank 
from the Pripet marshes, at the same 
time making a similar attack on the 
enemy’s right from the Sereth rtvei 
positions.

Officers, chief petty offi 
cera and tpjnei?r of mess linen art 
charged so much per4 piece, as these 
dignitaries are required to wear stand­ 
ing collars, and the laundry work for 
them is baffler. 
According to the-report made by Cgp- 
taln A.1 W. Orant, who was in com 
mand of tbs Texas until a short time 
ago. It Is a big success, 
lls recom­ 
mended that laundries be established 
aboard all the battleships, and it is re 
gardedl i i probable tftst the Idea will 
be carried (hit before the close of the 
present admlnlstration. 
Aside from the fact that it relieves 
a battleship crew of the work of laun­ 
dry duty, the saving to the navy in 
fresh water is alone shWcient, officer* 
say. to Insure the installation of com­ 
mon laundries.
